recruiting station. The oppressed 
found free homes in this favored land, 
and invisible armies marched from it 
by mail and telegraph, by speeeh and 
song, by precept and example, to re- 
generate the world. | 

Puritans in New England, Dutch- 
men in New York, Catholics in Mary- 
land, Huguenots in South Carolina 
had felt the fires of persecution and 
were wedded to religious liberty. They 
had been purified in the furnace, and 
in high debate and on bloody battle- 
fields had. learned to sacrifice all 
material interests and to peril their 
lives for humari rights. The priuciples 
Constitutional Government had 
been impressed upon them by hun- 
dreds of years of struggle, and for each 
principle they could point to the grave 
of an ancestor whose death attested 
the ferocity of the fight and the value 
of the concession wrung from arbitrary 
power. They knew the limitations of 
authority, they could pledge their lives 
and fortunes to resist encroachments 
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upon their rights, but it required the 
lesson of Indian massacres, the inva- 
gion of the armies of France from 
Canada, the tyranny of the British 
Crown, the seven years’ war of the 
Revolution, and the five years of chaos 
of the Confederation to evolve the idea, 
upon which rest the power and. per- 
manency cf the Republic, that liberty 
and union are one and inseparable. 
The traditions and experience of the 
Colonists had made them alert to dis- 
cover and quick to resist any peril to 
their liberties. Above all things they 
feared and distrusted power.

Theze men were not revolutionists, 
they were the heirs and the guardians 
of the priceless treasures of mankind. 
The British King and his Ministers 
were the revolutionists. They. were 


whose fathers had followed the White 


reactionaries, seeking arbitrarily to 
turn back the hands upon the dial oi 
time. A year of dovbt and debate, 
the baptism of blood upon battle-fields, 
where soldiers from every colony 
fought, under a common standard, and 
consolidated the Continental Army, 
gradually lifted the soul and under 
standing of this immortal Congress to 
the sublime declaration: ‘‘We, there- 
fore, the representatives of the United 
States of America, in general Congress 
assembled, appealing to the Supreme 
Judge of the World for the rectitude of 
our iritentions, do, in the name and by 
the authority of the good people of 
these colonies, solemnly publish and 
declare that these United Colonies are, 
and of right ought to be, free and in- 
dépendent States.”’ 

To this declaration John Hancock, 
proscribed and threatened ‘with death, 
affixed a signatare which had stood for 
a century like the pointers to the north 
star in the firmament of freejlom, and 
Charles Carroll, taunted that among 
many Carrolls, he, the richest man in 
America, might escape, added desertp- 
tion and identification with ‘‘ of Car; 
roliton.’’ Benjamin Harrison,@ dele 
gate from Virginia, the ancestor of-the | 
distinguished statesman and ‘soldier 
who to-day so worthily fills thd chair 
of Washington, voiced the unalterable 
determination and defiance of the 
Congress. He seized John Hancock, 
upon whose head a price was set, in 
his arms, and placing him in the Pres- 
idential Chair, said: ‘*We will show 
Mother Britain how little we care for 
her by making our President a Massa- 
chusetts man, whom she has excladed 
from pardom by public proclamation ;”’ 
and when they were signing the 
Declaration, and the slender Elbridge 
Gerry uttered the grim pleasantry, 
‘* We must hang together or gurely we 
will hang separately,’’ the portly Har- 
rison responded with the more daring 
humor, ‘‘ It will be all over with me 
in a moment, but you will be kicking 
in the air half an hour alter I am 
gone.”’ Thus flashed athwart the 
great Charter, which was to be for its 
signers a death warrant or a diploma 
of immortality, as with firm hand, 
high purpose and undaunted resolu- 
tion, they subscribed their names, this 
mockery of fear and the penalties of

The government of the Republic by 
a Congress of States, a diplomatic con- 
vention of the amb: ors of petty 
Commonwealths, after seven years’ of 
trial, was falling asunder. Threatened 
with civil war among its. members, 
insurrection and lawlessness rife 
|witbin the States, foreign commerce 
ruined and internal trade paralyzed, 
its currency worthless, its .merchants 
bankrupt, its farms mortgaged, its 
markets closed, its labor unemployed, 
it was like a helpless wreck upon the 


ocean, tossed about by the tides and 
ready to be engulfed in the storm. 
Washington gave the warning and 
called for action. It was a voice ac- 
customed to command, but now en- 
treating. The veterans of the war and 
the statemen of the Revolution step- 
ped to the front. The patriotism 
which had been misled, but had never 
faltered, rose above the interests of 
States and the jealousies of jarring 
Confederates to find the basis for 
Union. ‘“‘It is clear to me as A, B, 
C,” said Washington, “that an exten- 
sion of federal powers would make us 
one of the most happy, wealthy, re- 
spectable and powerful nations that 
ever inhabited the terrestrial globe. 
Without them we shall soon be every- 
thing which is the direct reverse. I 
predict the worst consequences from a 
half-starved, limping Government, 
always moving upom crutches, and 
tottering at every step.’’ The response 
of the country was the Convention of 
1787, at Philadelphia. The Declara- 
tion of Independence was but the ves- 
tibule of the Temple which this illus- 
trious assembly erected. With no 
successful precedents to guide, it 
auspiciously worked out the problem 
of Constitutional Government, and of 
imperial power and home rule, supple- 
menting each other in promoting the 
grandeur of the Nation, and preserving 
the liberty of the individual. 


The. deliberations of great councils 
have vitally affected, at different per- 
iods, the history of the world and the 
fate of empires; but this congress 
builded, upon popular sovereignty, in- 
stitutions broad enough to em 
the continent and elastic enough to 
fit-all conditions of race and traditions. 
The experience of a hundred has 
demonstrated for us the perfection of 
the work, for defense against foreign 
foes, and for self-preservation against 
domestic insurrection, aa —— rd 
pansion in population and mate 
velopment, and for steady i 


wonderful. work ever struck off ata 
of man.’ mee 


Their character and abilities were so 
pure and great as to command the 
confidence of the country for the re- 
versal of the policy of the independ- 
dence of the State of the power of the 
general government, which had hith- 
erto been the invariable practice and 
almost universal opinion, and for the 
aloption of the idea of the nation and 
its supremacy. 

Towering in majesty and influence 
above them all stood Washington, 
their President. Beside him was the 
venerable Franklin, who, though eigh- 
ty-one years of age, brought to the 
deliberations of the convention the. un- 
impaired vigor and resources of the 
wisest brain, the most hopeful philos- 
ophy, and the largest experience of the 
times. Oliver Elisworth, afterwards 
Chief Justice of the United States, and 
the profoundest jurist in the country; 
Robert .Morris, the wonderful financier 

Re i Goaverneur. 
Morris, the most versatile genius of 
his period; Roger Sherman, one of the 
most eminent of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence,and John 
Rutledge, Rufus King, Elbridge Gerry, 
Edmund Randolph and the Pinckneys, 
were leaders of unequalled patriotism, 
courage, ability and learning; while 
Alexander Hamilton and James Mad- 
ison, as original thinkers and con- 
structive statesmen, rank among the 
immortal few whose opinions have for 
ages guided Ministers of State and de- 
termined the destinies of nations. 

This great convention keenly felt, 
and with devout and serene intelli- 
rence met, its tremendous responsibil- 
ities. It had the moral support of the 
few whose aspirations for liberty had 
been inspired or renewed by the tri- 
umph of the American Revolution, and 
the active hostility of every Govern- 
ment in the world. 

There were no examples to follow, 
and the experience of its members led 
part of them to lean towards absolute 
centralization as the only refuge from 
the anarchy of the Confederation, 
while the rest clung to the sovereignty 
of the States, for fear that the concen- 
tration of power would end in the ab- 
sorption of liberty. The large States 
did not want to surrender the advan- 
tage of their position, and the smaller 
States saw the danger to their exist- 
efice. The Leagues of the Greek cities 
tiad ended in loss of freedom, tyranny, 
Conquest and destfuction. Roman 
conquest and assimilation had strewn 
the shores of time with the wrecks of 
empires, and plunged. civilization into 
the perils and horrors of the dark ages. 
The Government of Cromwell was the 
isolated power of the mightiest man of 
his age, without popular authority to 
fill his place or the hereditary prin- 
ciple to protect his successor. The 
past furnished no light for our State 
builders, the present was full of doubt 
and despair. The future, the experi- 
ment of self-goyernment, the perpetu- 
ity and development of sea st al- 
most the destiny of mankind, was in 
their hands. 

At this crisis the courage and confi- 
dence needed to originate a system 
weakened. The temporizing spirit of 
compromise seized the convention with 
the alluring proposition of not proceed- 
ing faster than the people could be 
educated to follow. The cry: ‘Let 
us not waste our labor upon conclusions 
which will not be adopted, but amend 
and adjourn,’’ was assuming startling 
unanimity. But the supreme force and ; 
majestic sense of Washington brought 
the assemblage to the lofty plane of its 
duty and opportunity. e said: ‘‘It 
is too probable that no plan we propose 
will be adopted. Perhaps another 
dreadful conflict is to be sustained. If 
to please the people we offer what we 
ourselves disapprove, how can we 
afterwards defend our work? Let us 
raise a standard to which the wise and 
honest can repair; the event is in the 
hands of God.’”’ ‘‘Il am. the State,”’ 
said Louis the Fourteenth, but his line 
ended in the grave of absolutism. 
‘Forty centuries look down upon you,”’ 
was Napoleon’s address to his army, 
in the shudow of the Pyramids, but his 
soldiers saw only the dream of Eastern 
Empire vanish in blood. Statesmen 
and parliamentary leaders have sunk 
into oblivion or led their party to de- 
feat, by surrendering their convictions 
to the passing passions of the hour, 
but Washington in this immortal 
speech struck the keynote of repre- 
sentative obligation, and propounded 
the fundamental principle of the purity 
and perpetuity of Constitutional Govy- 
ernment. * * * * * * # # #

Yesterday in New York City be- 
gan the celebration of the first cen- 
tennial of the day the Father of, his 
Country took the oath of office as 
first President of the United States. 
It is a glorious day in the calendar 
of the United States, well werthy 
ef the Nation’s stopping in full ca- 
reer and solemnly contemplating 
it. There is no other day like itin 
allthe famous days‘of the world. 
It was the beginning of a miracle 
which has no counterpart in the 
birth of any other nation. As we 
contemplate, says the Salt Lake 
Tribune, what has since been un- 
folded in our country, the century 
seems too small and ‘Wwe find our- 
selves feeling that it must be a 
mistake; that really when Wash- 
ington was inaugurated it must 
have been far back, ss far as the 
Crusades, at least, or when the 
printing press firet sounded the 
advance of mankind. Yet thou- 
sands attended that celebration 
whose fathers and grandfathers 
attended the first one when the 
stately Washington by his oath of 
fealty gaye to the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States a dignity 
greater than that which centers in 
any sovereignty of any earilily 
realm. It was but two lifetimes 
back, but then the Nation was rep- 
resented only by a fringe of settle- 
ments along the shore of the 
Atlantic. The wisest statesman 
did not know then the real west- 
ern boundry of the Republic. In 
thought it was but the forest peo- 
pled with savages and wild beasts. 
The steam engine was yet unborn; 
not for half a century after that 
came the new Mercury which is 
called the magnetic telegraph. The 
power press had not yet materi- 
alized. It was a labor of several 
days for Washington to travel 
from his home at Mount Vernon 
to ®New York City. No king in 
those days slept on a couch 80 
comfortable as does the working- 
men of America to-day, while all 
the myriads of labor-saving and 
comfort - giving machines which 
now abound, hardly one had beea 
produced, But in that brief hun- 
dred years the people of the coun- 
try have doubled in numbers four 
and a haif times; the three mil- 
lions have expanded to sixty-three ; 
the whole continent has been ex- 
plored and settled; the mighty

The Centennial Celebration, 

New York, April 30.— The day 
broke bright and beautiful. A more 
perfect day for the celebration could 
not be wished for. The air was a little 
sharp, but exhilarating, and just right 
for those who were preparing to take 
part in the procession. The earliest 
streaks Of dawn found people in the 
streets, and, as the day wore on, the 
number increased till the lower half 


_of Manhattan Island was filled with a 


greater throng than was ever there at 
ene time before. A brisk breeze set 
myriads of flags flapping in jubilation 
of the memorable anniversary, aud 
and rustled among the vast quantities 
of decorations which blazed in profus- 
ion from every house front, making a 
kaleidescope of the National colors. 
Martial strains were wafted upon the 
breeze from the Battery and elsewhere. 
Horsemen in brilliant uniforms dashed 
here and there, and troops and other 
bodies moved to their appointed posi- 
tions to take part in the parade. 

Then the chimes of the Old Trinity 
rang out in solemn strains of ‘ Old 
Hundred,’’ followed by ‘‘ Hail Colum- 
bia,’’ “‘ Yankee Doodle,’ ‘‘ Centennial 
March,’’ ‘‘ Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean,’”’ ‘‘ America,” ‘‘The Starry 
Flag,’’ ‘‘Our Flag is There,’ ‘“‘ Auld 
Lang Syne,’’ and ‘‘ My Country’s Flag 
of Stars.’”” Then the sounds of bells 
calling the people to thanksgiving ser- 
vices in the various churches awak- 
ened the people anew to the solemnity 
of the occasion. Services were held 
in all the churches of the city of every 
denomination, votive masses being of- 
fered up in the Catholic Churcnes, at 
which special prayers were held. 

As a matter of course, the principal 
services were at St. Paul’s Church, on 
Broadway, where Washington attended 
on the morning of his inauguration. 

The exercises were conducted by the 
Right Rev. Henry C. Potter, DD.L., 
Bishop of New York, as the services 
on the day of Washington’s inaugura- 
tion were conducted by the Bishop of 
New York, the Right Rev. Samuel 
Provost. At 8o’clock the Committee 
on States escorted the President from 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, accompanied 
by the Chief Justice and members of 
the Cabinet, and under the escort of 
the police, proceeded to the Vice- 
President’s residence. The Vice-Pres- 
ident entered President Harrison’s 
carriage and the procession moved 
down to St. Pauls. At the Vesey 
street gate the party was met by a 
Committee of the Vestry of Trinity 
Church, and the President was con- 
ducted to Washington’s pew.

At 8:50 the President arrived at the 
Vesey-street entrance, and, as_ he 
tog ved from the carriage, followed by 
the Vice-President and Mr. Hamilton, 
a committee of the Trinity vestry 
stepped from the gateway and escorted 
the. y to the west entrance, where 
the rector of Trinity, Rev. Dr. Dix, 
was waiting to escort the President to 
the old Weshington pew. In the next 
carriage were Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. 
Morton and Clarence Bowen. A few 
minutes later the carriage containing 
Governor Hill, Mayor Grant and Gen- 
eral Schofield drew up. Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker hurried through 
the crowd on foot at 9:12 to open the 
carriage containing ex- President Cleve- 
land, ex-President Hayes, Lieutenant- 
Governor Jones and Senator Evarts. 
Cleveland, who was the first to alight, 
missed his footing and almost fell. 
During the service the new British 
Minister occupied a seat in the pew 
allotted to the diplomatic corps.

The Philadelphia Record speaks as- 
follows in regard to the efficacy of cold 
baths as used in German hospitals as 
a typhoid fever remedy: Dr. Simon

Manhattan General Hospital, pub- 
lished a paper in the Medical Record 
on the treatment of typhoid fever 
which advocates the abandonment of 
the present method of treatment and 
the substitution of the cold-bath treat- 
ment as successfully practiced in the 
German military hospitals. Without 
burdening the reader with the methods 
of the. cold-water system, which are 
the vince of the physician, it is 
worth while to note the valuable re 
sulis attained. Out of 19,017 cases 
treated with all kinds of cold baths, 
there was a mortality of 7.9 per cent. 
Out of 2,841 cases in which the treat- 
ment was intermediate with water the 
‘mortality was 12.2 per cent. Out of 
2,198 cases treated with strict cold 
baths the mortality was 1.7 per cenft., 
and in the same cases 2,150 patients 
who were treated before the disease 
had progressed five days all recovered.

ELAS FIGHT Y OF LAW. 


How an Albany Lawyer Secured a Verdict 
in His Favor. 

A recent iiidhbeniy related by the Albany

NOTES ON HYPNOTISM. 


Results of a Detailed Study of the Memo- 
[ty in the Hypnotic State. . 

Dr. A..Dickas, writing in the American 
Journal of Prychology, has made & detailed 
study of the memory in the hypnotic state, 
and summarizes his main conclusions some- 
what as follows: (1). During the hypnotic 
sleep the subject remembers the expe- 
riences of his waking life as weil as of pre- 
vious hypnoses. (2). In hypnotism there 
is Often an exaltation of the memory, and 
at times a change in its content, leading to 
the assumption of a foreign personality. 
(3). The memory of what has been going on 
duting hypnosis is‘usually lost, it can often 
be revived by a simple suggestion, and at 
times the memory of a stggested hallucina- 
tion may linger on and influence the wak- 
ing condition. (4). The operator can, at his 
will, have any of the acts of the hypnotic 
state remembered or forgotten by making 
this a part of a suggestion. (5). Sugges- 
tioh seems to be largely explicable as un- 
conscious memory. Dr. Cybulski has stud- 
ied the power of hypnotic subjects to hyp- 
notize themselves. He finds that such sub- 
jects stréngly imagine fora minute or less 
that the operator commands them te go to 
sleep, and the desired result ensues. Fur- 
thermore, if the subject, on going to sleep, 
imagines himself controlled by a certain 
person, then, even though another sent him 
to sleep, he will be subject to. the former, 
and not to the operator. These observations 
show the importance of the subjective ele- 
ments in the process of hypnotism, and in- 
dicate the method by which the subject un- 
consciously takes suggestions and acts 
upon them Dr. Berkhan has applied hyp- 
notism to the amelioration of the hearing 
of the deaf. He tested the hearing of nine 
deaf boys, and, after hypnotizing them, 
spoke to them and had various noises made 
before them. The hearing of four of them 
was found to be improved, and the improve- 
mént i¢ reported as still persisting after 
eighteen months. -
